Information  from  the  Sheriff’s  Office,  3akersfield,  California, 
r3Tealed  that  numerous  oalls  from  residents  in  Bakersfield  concerning 
peculiar  objects  In  the  sky  over  3ekersfield,  predicated  an  investiga- 
tion by  their  offioe  and  contact  with  A-2  Headquarters  Fourth  Air  Force* 

On  13  March  1948,  two  informants,  Mr.  eioaHVMMBMM*' , and  Mr. 

: stated  that  they  observed  a flying  objeot  which  appeared  to 
be” consumed  in  fire,  and  left  a brownish,  white  plume  of  smolce,  which 
•suddenly  stopped  and  disaDpeared.  -Seconds  later,  what  appeared  to  be 
a parachute,  was  seen  to  be  drifting  to  the  east. 

The  object,  as  described,  appeared  to  be  a burning  fabric  airplane 
consumed  in  smoke.  Observations  were  made  in  3akersfield  of  objeot  to 
the  ■•outh  and  southwest,  approximately  ten  to  twelve  miles  distance, 
around  1600  hours  on  8 March  1348.
